outside his party the clamor for money reform 
is growingly insistent 

The monetization of silver is no longer only 
an academic proposal. President Roosevelt has 
made it a practical issue. The question is not 
now whether Canada will monetize, but when 
Shall we do it now and get our share of the 
advantages forthwith, or wait until the United 
States has corralled the Oriental markets, and 
then come in as an “also ran"?

The local infection 
in the bladder may be treated by antiseptic 
washes, but this treatment cannot be given to 
the kidneys and, consequently, after the disease 
has progressed so far, a surgeon is called in to 
remove the degenerated kidney which has failed 
to respond to constitutional treatment 

When the kidneys become infected there is 
usually a large amount of pain and tenderness 
in the region of the bladder with remittent 
fever, bloody or purulent discharge and often 
diarrhea, vomiting, and a peculiar pain on 
flexion of the thigh. 

No effort is made in this article to teach you 
to diagnose such a trouble, but if you have been 
told by your physician that you have pyelitis, 
I want you to try the following treatment: 

Take a water fast for about seven days 
During this time you should drink at least one 
glassful of water every thirty minutes as long 
as you are awake. This will flood the kidneys 
with more liquid and help in the cleansing of 
the kidney and bladder membranes. Take daily 
enemas along with the fast and continue these 


after you start on the follow-up diet which 
should consist of eggs and meat, with cooked 
and raw greens. Do not use any st es or 


sugars of any kind for several weeks after your 
fast. Be sure to continue to drink large quan- 
tities of water daily, taking it between meals 

Have your doctor dilate the urethra to allow 
the free passage of liquid waste. 

I am going to describe to you one outstand- 
ing case that I remember which responded to 
such treatment and the patient is now perfectly 
well. Surgeons had refused to operate, claim- 
ing the case was hopeless and giving the patient 
two or three months live. Of course, 
not all cases are curable, but this particular case 
was so bad, and | had such little hope of the

ANSWER: If the nerve of your little girl's 
foot has been injured but not entirely de- 
stroyed, it could probably be benefitted by the 
use of properly administered sinusoidal elec- 
trical treatments. Sometimes, manipulative 
treatments are also helpful. I would advise 
you to try these methods before resorting to 
the operation, as the transfer of tissue some- 
ti results in improper control of the foot. 
If the electrical treatments do not prove bene- 
ficial, you could, of course, try the operation 

QUESTION: Mrs. Jack C. writes: “Have 
been told my trouble inflam tion of the 
periosteum. The trouble seems to be with the 
end of my spine I have difficulty in sitting 
or lying Have been painting the area with 
iodine, but without results. How can I cure 
this condition the bone will not become 
diseased?” 

ANSWER: The trouble with the end of your 
sp might be brought on by some injury even 
without your knowledge. If it affects the coccy- 
geal bone at the end of your spine, it some- 
times requires much time to overcome. I do 
not believe that the iodine applications will be 
of any benefit, but I would suggest that you use 
hot sitz baths for about ten minutes, followed 
by cold sitz baths for five minutes each day 
It would also be well to have an osteopath or 
chiropractor examine your spine if you do not 
notice improvement within a short time
